Three and half years ago, when | 
was elected mayor, Romulus. was a 
very different place.

Some said that it could not be done in 
three and a half short years, but | was 
determined to show the residents of 
Romulus a downtown to be proud of and 
calltheirown—agoal, |amhappytosay, 
that we are well on our way to achieving. 
The first step in changing the image 
of our downtown was to give people a 
reason to go there. We accomplished 
that by bringing in the new Romulus 


Market Place. Before this full-service - 


grocery store came to Romulus, resi- 
dents were forced to leave the city to do 
their shopping. As we all know, this can 
be aggravating, especially: when you 
are in the middle of cooking dinner and 
have to run up to the store to get an 
ingredient you forgot to buy. Thankfully, 
residents no longer have to make-long 
trips to the store; they.can now run into 
Romulus Market Place and pick up 
whatever they need. 

The second step was the demoli- 
tion of several blighted, abandoned, and 
unsafe structures. 

Romulus Market Place then:served 
as a catalyst for reviving our downtown 
area by bringing in new businesses. 
Since that time, we have welcomed 
Metro Palace Café, Juanita’s Mexican 
Restaurant, The Whistle Stop Diner, 
and Subway. We would also like to wel- 
come the newly opened Jamie's Polka 
Dots to our downtown community. But 
that is just the beginning. 

The look of our downtown is chang- 
ing, as well. 

Recently we began installing deco- 
rative streetlights throughout the down- 


town area from- Wayne Road to Five 
Points. These newlights give our down- 
town a hometown feel, something that | 
believe is important in creating a place 
where people feel comfortable and safe. 

Another new addition to our revital- 
ization efforts is the Fagade Enhance- 


~ ment Program funded by the Downtown 


Development Authority (DDA). This new 
program will afford business. owners 
within the DDA District the opportunity 
to work with architects and designers to 
enhance the appearance of the exterior 
of their buildings. The DDA program will 
give downtown businesses the opportu- 


_nity to apply for grant funds up to a maxi- 


mum.of $15,000 per applicant per year.
